Capitol Station Re: Salaries authorized for
Austin, Texas District Attorneys and

Criminal District At-

torneys by the General

Appropriations Bill,

H.B. No. 2, 6lst Leg.,
Dear Mr. Calvert: 1969, 2nd Called Session.

In your letter requestling an opinion from this office,
you submlt the followling facts:

"The question has arisen in thils depart-
ment as to the amount of salary legally payable
to Distrlct Attorneys and Criminal District At~
torneys in the Judicilary Sectlon of H.B. No. 2,
Acts of the Second Called Session of the 6lst
Legislature, a copy of which 1s enclosed,

"Items No. 6, 7, 10, 11 and 12 appropriate
salaries to Distrlct Attorneys and Criminal Dis-
trict Attorneys for the blennium ending August
31, 1971 at $11,000 per year."

With regard to these facts, you ask the following
question:

"What 1s the amount of salary per year that
can be legally pald to the persons llsted in each
of the above listed items of appropriations?"

Section 28, Article I of the Constitution of Texas,
grants the Legislature power to suspend the laws in this State.
Bg virtue of thils authority, the Leglsiature enacted Article
6813b, Vernon's Civil Statutes, commonly known as the "Salary
Suspension Act," Article 6813b, provides, in part, as follows:

"Section 1. From and after the effective
date of this Act, all salaries of all State
officers and State employees, including the
salaries pald any indlvidual ocut of the General
Revenue Fund, shall be 1n such sums or amounts
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as may be provided for by the Legislature 1n
the biennial Approprlations Act. . . . It ls
further provided that in instances where the
biennial Appropriations Act does not specify
or regulate the salaries or compensation of

a State offlclal or employee, the law specify-
ing or regulating the salary or compensation

af an re
cf such offlclal o employee 1z not suspended

by this Act.

"Sec, 2, All laws and parts of laws fixing
the salariles of all State officers and employees,
. « . are hereby speclflcally suspended insofar
as they are 1in conflict with this Act., . . O

It is our opinion that Articles 3886f, éH.B. 1455,
Acts 61at Leg., R.S., 1969, ch, T4l), 326k.58, 326k-62, all of
Vernon's Civil Statutes, and H.B. 424, Acts 6lst Leg., R.S., .
1969, ch. 876, which respectively provide for the salaries of
District Attorneys and Criminal Distrlct Attorneys listed in
Items 6, 7, 10, 11 and 12, Judiclary Section, General Appropria-
tions B1ll, are suspended by Article 6813b, insofar as each

may conflict with the provislions of such General Appropriations
B1ll. Consequently, the salary for the Distrilect Attorneys and
Criminal District Attorneys 1isted in Items 6, 7, 10, 11 and .
12 which 1s authorlzed to be paid for the blennium ending

August 31, 1971, is $11,000,00 per year.

SUMMARY

The salary for the Distrlict Attorneys and
Criminal District Attorneys listed in Items
6, 7, 10, 11 and 12, Judiciary Section of the
General Approprilations Bill, which 1s authorilzed
to be paid for the blennlum ending August 31,
1971, 1is $11,000,00 per year,
